His House In Flames and His Narrow Escape 
from Instant Death— He Is Takeo 
te the Police Station avd Uis 
Wounds Dressed. 


At 8:30 o’clock last night the inhabitants 
of Sonoratowu were startled by a terrific 
explosion, and immediately the frame house 
at 316 Buena Vista street was enveloped in 
a sheet of flame that brilliantly tHuminated 
that part of the city and was reflected. on 
the clouds above. The house was a double, 
and astory anda half high. Instantly fol- 
lowing the flash the north wall was blown 
out with terrible force and tell over against 
an adobe house, and a man staggered 
out of the flames onto the sidewalk 
and walked a few feet, when he was 
helped into a wagon, and taken away. 
The house burned rapidiy, and very little 


furniture was saved, except a few books 
and surgical instruments belonging to a 


| French doctor, who rented a front room. 


A crowd of several thousand people at once 
gathered, and made it difficult for the police 
or firemen to get near enough to the burn- 
ing house to do any work, Water was 
soon turned on, and the fire was extin- 
guished, but not until after the building 
was nearly a total loss, 

The property belongs to Juan Romero, 
and was rented to G, Grossman, who was 
the map who came out of the burning 
building. He was taken to the police sta- 
tion. He was unable to talk, and could 

ive no account of the. accident, An exain- 

nation showed he was horribly burned ali 
over his body, while his eyes are a la 
destroyed. His wounded arms and | 
were wrapped in olive oil and cotton. 
suflerings made him nearly ipsensible. 

An examination of the premises after the 
fire found a gasoline stove in the building 
intact. Grossman was probably trying to 
fill a lighted stove when the can in his 
hands exploded. How there could have 
been force enough to blow up the house, as 
whatever the explosive was did, and 
did not kill him, isa query. All inquiry 
failed to ascertain the origin of the fire.

Heavy pre- 
miums are offered in edch division, those on 
the fourth day alone aggregating $4000: In 
fact every department of ‘the exhibition 
offers lib@ral prizes to exhibitors. 

Aregulation mile track adjoins the exposi- 
tion buildings, and the finest stables in the 
country are connected with it. The Au- 
gusta Jockey Club will supervise the races, 
which will be held for ten days, commenc- 
ingon November Ist. Heavy purses will 
be offered, and will attract from all over the 
conntry the fast horses which, at that time 


will be leaving the northern cireuits for the- 


winter. The meeting is expected to be 
great success, 

besides the details given above, various 
other departments and industries have their 
special days, as also do the d fferent South- 
ern States. But the exposition as a whole 
continues throughout the entire period, and 
every depariment will be constantly in 
operation. It is not known that California 
will be largely represented, but, as her man- 
ifold products have. been displayed at 
every nortbern exhibition of prominence 
with the most favorable results, it is to be 
presumed that she will not neglect such a 
favorable opportunity to advertise her re- 
sources to the people of the new and grow- 
ing South.

CITIZENS’” MEETING. 


THE DEMOCKATS RESORT TOA 
«TRICK TO GET AN AUDIENCE. 


Advertise for a Meeting 

on the Chinese Question—-some 
Queer Speeches, and How They 
Were Keceived—The Fire Ac- 
counted for. 


The city was stréwn yesterday with little 
green dodgefs, inviting afl citizens to at- 
tend an anti-Chinese meeting under the 
auspices of the Democratic County Com- 
mittee. Attracted by the avowed object of 
the meeting, a good many citizens, many of 
whom were Kepublicans, wended their way 
last night to what turned out to be a Demo- 
cratic campaign rally in their cockpit down 
by the County Jail. 

A bonfire of dry-goods boxes and logs 
blazed before the jail and the tiers of 
benches were soon filled with people. Seats 
were to have been reserved for ladies, but 


the Demoerats soon titted them and tha} times 


ladies were seated around promiscuously, 
while a few stood up throughout, Electric 
lights shone on the stand, and iu front of it 
wasa picture resembling Joe Goss after 
Mace had licked him and another somewhat 
like a Chinese Joss, These were probably 
meant for likenesses of Cleveland and 
er As works of art they take the 
,bun, 

As the glare of the bonfire lit up the 
scene the baud marched up Franklin street; 
very appropriately playing “Dixie.” As 
they marched up to the stand some prisoner 
in the gloomy building adjoining thrust out 
a lighted torch of paper throngh the bars, 
which was cheered by his fellow-Democrats. 

Chairman E, Germain of the County 
Committee called the crowd up to the front, 
and up they went like 4 flock of sheep, 
while the gentlemen in the benches bleated 
at them with great amusement. ‘Then 
Chairman Germain nominated Maj. G. W. 
Arbuckle as president of the meeting. 

Maj. Arbuckle named as viee-presidents 
of this ‘citizens’ ”’ meeting a long list of 
oftice-holders and ofliee-seekers of all na- 
tionalities (except Chinese), and all good 
-Democrats. He invited any of them who 
chane be present to-take seats_on the 
platform, but none seemed to respond. 

Maj. Arbuckle then made a little speech, 
in which he said that labor was the boun of 
mankind, and thatthe Chinese in taking 
that boon from us were greatly to be 
biamed. He innocently explained how the 
Democrats had called the meeting to 
prove themselves the ampions of 
labor, and predicted that the 
Republican party weuld be “excoriated.” 
He wound up by saying that while Blaine 
was visiting Seotland the Democrats were 
upholding the down trodden workingman, 
aud the audience applauded, though 
whether for Biaine or the workingmiat is a 
matter of conjecture. . 

Hon, R. F. del Valle was then introduced 
and made an eloquent campaign address, 
He attacked. the Republicans vigorously, 
and, of course, as an adjunct, made an 
overwhelming argument agdiust -the Chi- 
nese immigration. He said they were met 
there to protest that no more Chinese:snould 
come here, and that the protest should be 
registered at the ballut-box, though he did 
not make it so clear how it should be done. 

The Chinese question wis one local to 
ourselves. That low down nation com- 
prised over 400,000,000 of people and was 
pouring a steady stream of craatures into 
this country. Wherever they go they goin 
greatnumbers, and it was absolutely neces- 
sary tostop them. When the question of 
‘excluding was submitted to the people of 
the State, 154.000 voted for to 885 against. 

“The Republican party,’’ he said, ‘‘ac- 
knowledge the fatherhood of God, the 
brotherbood of man and the dictates of hu- 
manity,” and so they have tried to obstruct 
the passage of anti-Chinese laws. Hayes 
vetoed une, Arthur another, and when the 
Republican Senate passed the 10 years’ re- 
striction law it did not work as it should. 

At this interesting point of the speaker’s 
logical argument the fire alarm sounded, 
and @ faint glow illumined the sky above 
tne jail. ‘Never mind,” said Mr. del Valle, 
whose back was turned to that quarter of 
the heavens, “never mind; itis no fire. It 
is only a Republican alarm to break up our 
meeting. henever we have a meeting the 
Repubiicans yng an alarm to stop it.” As

CATARRH. 


The term catarrh is spplied to a peculiar dis 
order of the nostrils and adjacent parts, which 
prevails to an alarming extent and is produe 
tive of very serious consequences. 

The r:ost prominent and characteristic fea 
ture isa morbid discharge from the head, vw 
rying in its nature at different times. 

In some there is an almost constant flow of 
clear, acrid fluid, but oftener an offensiv 
purulent or muco-purulent, greenish-yello 
matter is secreted, which accumulates in the 
nostrils or drops inte the throat, necessitat- 
ing its frequent removal by blowing the nose 
or expectoration, and often by both processes. 
Sometimes patients feel as though their whole

A Cheerful Outlook. 


The general outlook for Southern 
California at the present moment is 
most encouraging—far more so, in fact, 


would have dared to expect six months 
ago, when we first awoke to a real- 
ization of. the fact that gambling in 
town lots, with its rapid turns of 100 
per cent., was a thing of the past, and 
did not see quite clearly what was to 
come next. 
—There was good deal of gloomy 
foreboding, indulged in about that time 
—particularly en the part of those who 
had been caught with their hands full 
of real-estate contracts—as to the 
chaos and collapse that -~was bound to 
follow the close of the wild speculative 
era. -We were told about thirty or 
forty million dollars’ worth of ‘second 
payments,’ which had to be met 
by the beginning of the . year, 
and it was freely prophesied - that 
a terrible crash would be witnessed 
this year. We are now far enough ad- 
vanced to be able to say for certain 
that all such prophecies were false. It 
is now just twelve months sinee the 
speculative boom culminated; all sec- 
ond payments and third payments have 
fallen due, but there has been neither 
a panic nora collapse. It is true that 
the financial market has been—and 
still is—rather stringent, and prices of 
property have shaded off considerably, 
in many instances, from topmost boom 
prices, but such results were the 
natural consequences of the enormous 
speculative purchases of the first nine 
months of 1887. The fact that no 
worse results have followed a period of 
real-estate speculation which has had 
few parallels in the United States 1s a 
conclusive proof of the solid founda- 
tion upon which our prosperity rests. 

. To the real-estate boom. has suc- 
ceeded the building boom, and it com- 
pares very favorably with its predeces- 
sor. Nothing could be more encour- 
aging to those whose interests are 
bound up in this section than to see 
the faith displayed by those who have 
made money in real estate and who 


that ground is not broken for a hand- 
some block. From adobe and wool 
we have come to brick and stone—from 
one and two-stories to three, four and 
five. 

Next week an army of Odd Fellows 
will be here. By the time they have 
gone our regular winter visitors will 
commence to arrive, probably in greater 
numbers than last winter. These peo- 
ple have heard the worst that can be 
said about us by jealous critics and 
still they come.

We have 
here the making of a great State. 
Southern California has but just en- 
tered upon the era of solid progress. 
Nothing can prevent our growth, but 
the rate of that growth will be largely 
dependent upon the enlightened enter- 
prise displayed by our citizens during 
the next few years.

House item dropped by the Senate; for 
steel forgings for 8, 10 and 12-ineh guns, 

$1,500,000, instead of $2,500,000 proposed by 

the Senate. ‘lhe conferreés also authorize 

the expenditure of $650,000 for competition 

in gun miking, with limitation ‘of annual 

expenditure to 200,000. Aggregate amount 

of appropriations carried by the bill as it 

comes from the conference, $247,000 more 

than the House bill and $50,000 less than as 

passed.
